as a basis for the investigation, to 
send to Secretary of A griculture Wil­

and the Attorney General, all adverse 
to Dr. Wiley.

Seventeen Counties Get Rain. 


Oklahoma City. Ok., July 
13. 
Reports to the farm demonstation 
department of the board of Agricul­ 
ture show that during the last week 
seventeen of thirty counties in Ok­ 
lahoma received rains equal to one- 
half inch or better. 
Most of 
the 
moisture fell in 
western 
counties 
and wilt re rain is reported. Superin­ 
tendent Russell says the ground has 
been wet sufficiently to permit good 
growth of fall feedstuff. 
There will 
be a very light loss on demonstration 
farms. 
In some sections of the state, par­ 
ticularly Pawnee, Caddo and Dewey 
counties, grasshoppers have worked 
much damage to crops, and in spots 
the webworm has injured cotton. Re­ 
ports to the department show that 
"heat and oats are good in spots. A 
farmer in Bryan County thrashed an 
Aerage 
of 
fifty-six 
and 
one-half 
bushels per acre from oats. 
Another 
in 
Pontotoc 
got 
1% 
bushels of wheat from nine acres and 
600 bushels of oats from fifteen acres. 


Experts are figuring both oats and 
wheat will make about one-third of 
a normal crop in Oklahoma this year. 
According to the government report 
there were gathered last year 25,- 
363,000 bushels of w teat from 1.556,- 
000 acres and 23,068,000 bushels of 
oats from 632,000 acres.

devil of a husband to a limb of the 
nearest tree. Tira account in the T ri­ 
bune is as follows: 
Friday morning a little boy about 
four years old went to the home of 
Mr. Rogers near 
Oak 
Lodge 
and 
when ask d where he belonged re­ 
plied that he had a mamma and papa 
down in the woods. After giving the 
( hi Id his breakfast, Mr. Rogc r«j went 
with him to w-here his parents were 
and found the woman all but dead 
from the brutal strokes of the fiend 
incarnate to whom she was married. 
In answ er 
to 
inquires 
the 
man 
claimed that a team had run away 
with his wife and she for fear of 
his anger did net deny the story. 
Mr. Rogers saw at once that the wo­ 
man was in delicate 
health 
and 
a 
very serious condition. He phoned to 
Spiro for an officer and a physician. 
Constable Qeorge Manning was soon 
on the scene and had the human 
devil under arrest. 'When first found 
the woman lay en the bart1 ground 
with her clothes literally beaten into 
her flesh and torn to shreds by the 
sticks and branches with which he 
had tortured her. 
It was truly a sickening scene and 
heart rending story. It seems almost 
cruel that the poor creature could 
nor be relieved of her suffering even
